And Truman's Victory 


The “Old Pops” are news again. And, it 
seems to me that even the most rabid conserva- 
tive, Republican or anti-Roosevelt person might 

take definite comfort from the Truman victory in at least one de- 
partment—namely, the defeat of the Communist-dominated Wal- 
lace Party. 

The Communists, and Wallace, were out to defeat Harry Tru- 
man. They never had any idea of winning. As late as mid-Octo- 
ber the Wallace management was saying 4,000,000 votes would 
be a splendid “victory.” They wanted to elect Thomas E. Dewey. 


Strategy The Communists, who devised the strategy, figured 

that if Dewey were elected his administration would 
be so dominated by the reactionary elements that after four years 
the swing to the left would be so pronounced as to benefit the 
Communists. So, the whole plan of the Wallace Party was di- 
rected not at winning but at defeating Truman. 

In this respect, as was pointed out here before, the Dixiecrats 
were doing just as effective a job as the Communists in doing 
damage to the two-party system.

It was also stoutly maintained by Secretary of State George 
C.. Marshall. Doubts as to this theory’s validity have only begun 
to arise very recently, when total catastrophe in China began to 
seem imminent.

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His literati have been blamed for this tender 
gurgling, but it seems to me that the fault was 
all his own.

Neither candidate ‘made a speech on the 
stump that will survive in the schoolbooks, but 
those of Truman at least had some human 
warmth in them. Like Al Smith, he frequently 
disregarded the efforts of his literati, and pro- 
ceeded on his own, and it was precisely at such 
times that he was most effective. While Dewey 
was intoning essays sounding like the worst 
bombast of university professors, Truman was 
down on the ground, clowning with the circum- 
ambient morons. He made votes every time he 
gave a show, but Dewey lost them. 


One of the most significant phenomena 
of the campaign was the collapse of Henry 
Wallace’s effort to convert the plain people 
to the Russian whim-wham. They simply 
refused te be fooled, and if the battle had 
gone on for another month his support would 
have been reduced to the Communists. At 
the start Truman was plainly afraid of him, 
but only at the start. It soon appeared clear- 
ly that all the actual Progressives behind 
Wallace were made uneasy by the Commu- 
nists’ collaring of him, and in the most of 
them were fetched by Truman. 


He was out to get all the softheads, and he 
got them triumphantly. Unhampered by any- 
thing resembling a coherent body of ideas, he 
was ready to believe up to the extreme limits 
of human credulity. If he did not come out for 
spiritualism, chiropractic, psychotherapy and ex- 
tra sensory perception was only because no one 
“demanded that he do so. If there had been any 
formidable body of cannibals in the country he 
would have promised to provide them with free 
missionaries fattened at the taxpayers’ expense. 

So we now have him for four years more— 
four years that will see the country confronted 
by the most difficult and dangerous problems 
presented to it since 1861. We can only hope that 
he will improve as he goes on. Unhappily, ex- 
perience teaches that ng man improves much 
after 60, and that after 65 most of them deterior- 
ate in a really alarming manner. I could give 
an autobiographical example, but refrain on the 
advice of counsel. Thus we seem to be in for it. 
I can only say in conclusion that the country 
jolly well deserves it. :

War II Railroad 
Record Lauded 
Over War I Job 


Continuation of America’s high 
standards of living hinges on the 
maintenance of sound and finan- 
cially healthy railroads, Warren T.| © 
White, Seaboard Air Line Public 
Relations Director, told the Colum- 
bus Traffic Club last night. 

Asserting the fliture of Ameri- 
can railroads and industry de- 
pends on whether the system of 
free enterprise is allowed to con- 
ftinue, White cited “orderly and 
efficient” performance by ,ail- 
roads during World War II as 
compared with the job done under 
Federal control in World War I. 

In the first war, he said, the 
Government collected 146 million 
dollars in taxes from railroads, but 
the Federal Treasury had to pay a 
deficite of one and a half billion 
on their operation. In the World 
War II period, he said, railroads 
paid more than four billion in 
Federal taxes, besides payroll 
taxes of 770 million, and the Gov- 
lernment had to meet no deficits. 

But, he said, railroads must be 
allowed a greater return on invest- 
oe than the present four percent 
rate.
